* Foreign Market, two or more Parts or Pieces into one. 

“ That, when the, faid Cloth is equally and properly woven, 
* the Stampmatfter fhall not only always imprefs the National 
« Stamp, and the length and breadth on both ends, but alfo the 
“ faid ttamp on three of the thects or folds, either of which he 
“ thinks may be lapped on the outfide, as juftl exhibiting the ge- 
“ neral quality of the web; and that two of the Stamps fhall al- 
“ ways be kept in view, one upon a lap Projecting from the end 
“of the web (commonly called a Tab) and the other upon the 
* outfide lap or fold;—and the Weavers, Manufacturers, and 
« Dealers were defired to take notice, That no Piece,of Ofna- 
“ burgs, or other Coarfe Linen, fhould be lapped up or fent, ei- 
“ ther to the Home or the Foreign Market, in any dificrent 
“© form.” . 

And whereas it has been reprefented to the faid Truftees, That 
fome Weavers, and even Dealers: and Exporters,'are {till in the 
practice of putting up their Cloth in a ditferent form, by which 
the buycris deceived as to its general quality, and the reputation 
of the Manufacture is injured fherefore, the ‘Truitees do here- 
by certify to.all whom it may.coticern, ‘Chat their Stampmafters 
and other Officers.are inftructed to attend to the ftrict enforce- 
ment of' the faid regulation. At the fame time, they earneitly re- 
comnrend to the Manufacturers, Dealers, and Exporters, to con- 
dider, that their own intereft is intimately connected with the 
prefervation of the character of the Manufacture, and in cheek- 
ing every untair practice that may prove injurious to it.

REVOLUTION. 

COUNCIL OF ANCIENTS. 
From the Moniteur of the 193) Brumaire (Nov. 10), 
it appears that on the preceding day the Reprefentative 
Cornet moved the Council of Antients, in the namie ot 
a Committee, to adopt the following decree :— 
The Council of Ancients, in virtue of the road and 
103d articles of the Coaftitution, decrees as follows :— 
1. The Legiflative Body fuall be transferred.to the 
commune of St Cloud, where the two Councils will 
hold their fittings in the two wings of the palace. 
2. They hall repair thither at noon of to-morrow, 
the 19th Brumaire (10th Nov.) Any continuation of 
their functions or deliberations elfewhere, and before 
that time, is prohibited, , 
3. General Buonaparte is charged with the execution 
of the prefent ‘decree. He thal! take every meafure 
neceflary for the fafety of the National Reprefentation. 
The General commanding the 17th military divifion, 
the guard of the Legiflative Body, the {tationary national 
guards, the troops of the line, who may be without the 
commune ef Paris, the conftitutional diftri@, and the 
whole extent of the ftatton of the 17th divifion, are put 
direétly ander his orders, and commanded to ackaow- 
ledge him in that capacity. All the citizens fhall aihit 
bim with all their ability, when called upon to do fo. 
. 4+ General Buonaparte fhall be called into the midit 
of the Council, to receive a cupy of the prefent decree, 
and to take an oath. He fhal! confult with the Com- 
mittees of Infpedion of the two Councils. 
5. The prefent decree hall be forthwith communi- 
cated by meflage, to the Council of Five Hundred, and 
the Exeeutive Directory ; it fhall be printed, pofted up, 
and tranfmitted to all the communes of the Republic-by 
extraordinary couriers. 
The Council of Ancients alfo decreed the following 
addrefs{to the French people :— 
The Council of Ancients to the French Nation. 


Frenchmen, the Council of Ancients exercifes the 
right, delegated to it 7 the ro2zd article of the Contti- 
tution, of changing the refidence of the Legiflative 
Body. It exercifes this right in order to fupprefs the 
faétions which aim at fubjugating the National Repreten- 
tation, and in order to reftore internal peace. kt ex- 
ercifes this right, in order alfo to reftore that external 
peace, which humanity and your lengthened facrifices 
demand. The common fafety and common profperity 
are the objeéts of this Conftitutional meafure. They 
fhall be accomplifhed. And do you, inhabitants of 
Paris, remain tranquil; the prefence of the Legiflative 
Body will foon be reftored to you.. Frenchmen, the 
refults of this day will foon thew whether the Legifla- 
ture be worthy and capable of preparing the, means of 
your happinefs. Live the people, in whom, and b 
whom, exifts the Republic. The prefent addrefs thall 
be printed, proclaimed, and pofted up, along with the 
decree transferring the refidence of the Legiffative Body, 
and as forming a part of it. 

The decree and the proclamation were adopted. 
General Buonaparte appeared at the bar, accompa- 
nied by Generals Berthier, Lefebvre, Moreau, Macdo- 
nald, &c. 

General Buonaparte addreffed the Council to the 
following effeé& :— 

CITIZENS REPRESENTATIVES, 

The ‘Republic was perifhing, you knew. this, and 
your decree has faved it. 
trouble and difturb ite Aided by Generals Berthier, 
Lefebvre, and all my companions in arms, I thald arreft 
them. 

Seek not, in the paft, examples which may retard 
your progrefs! Nothing in hiltory refembles the clofe 
of the 18th century! Nothing in the termination of 
that century refembles the prefent moment. Your 
wifdom has paffed this decree, our arms fhall execute 
ite We will a Republic, founded on true liberty, on 
civil liberty, and National Reprefentation. We fhall 
have it—I fwear it—I fwear it in my name, and 
that of my companions in arms. 

Lively applaufes proceeded from the tribunes. The 
Prefident called them to order. The Council remain- 
ed tranquil, , 

@he Presrpent.—General, the Council of Elders 
receives your Oaths, and entertains no doubt of their 
fincerity, and your zeal to fulfil chem. He who never, 
in vain, promifed victories to his country, muft execute 
with fervour his new engagements of fervice and 
fidelity. 

Garart requefted to be heard. But the” Prefident 
obferved, that after the decree which the Council had 
pafléd, there could be no difcuflion either in Paris or 
elfewhere, before noon of the following day.

A very warm and {tormy debate enfued, in which 
feveral members called out ** No Didater.—No Ditta- 
tor/hip.”” 
"Lhe queftion was loft fight of, and the debate turned 
upon a propofition made by feveral members, of fending 
a meflage to the Council of Ancients, to demand infor- 
mation on the extraordinary decree under which the 
Council was aflembled. 
During the debates the following letter was received 
from the Director Barras, and read by a fecretary :— 
CITIZENS REPRESENTATIVES, 

‘ Engaged in public affairs folely from a paflion for 
liberty, 1 confented to accept the firlt magiltracy of the 
State, in order that I might fupport her in times of 
peril, by my zeal to proteé the patriots who had ex- 
pofed themfelves in her caufe, from the attempts of her 
enemies, and to enfure to the defenders of the country, 
thofe particular attentions which could not have been 
more conftantly paid to them, than by“a citizen who 
had formerly been a witnefs of their heroic virtues, and 
who was ever affected by their wants. 

« The giory which accompanies the retarn of the il- 
luftrious warrior, to whom I had the bappinefs to open 
the career of renown, the diftinguithed marks of confi- 
dense given to him by the Legiflative Body, and the de- 
cree ot the National Reprefentation, have convinced 
me that to whatever poft the public welfare might have 
formerly fummoned me, the peiils of liberty are now 
furmounted, and the intereits of the armies are fecured. 
I return with joy to the rank of a fimple citizen, hap- 
py, after fo many liorms, to transfer, complete and 
more refpeStable than ever, the deltinies of the repub- 
lic, of which I any one of the depofitories.

Some members propofed to procced to the eleAion af 
a néw Direor in his ftead—others oppofed that pro- 
ceeding. 

In the mean time General Buonaparte entered the 
Hall of the Council of Five Hundred, alone, according 
to the Redaéteur, other journals {tate, that he was fol- 
lowed by four grehadiers of the Legiflative Guard and 
fome officers A great tumul: enfued.

Buonaparte, overthrew the feats ; a number of the mem- 
bers furrounded him, héld him‘ by the collar, and endea- 
voured to pufh him back, upon which a number of offi- 
cers advanced, and bore the Gencral out of the #flem- 
bly. 

After a quarter of an hour’s tumult, the Prefident 
attempted to fpeak, but was interrupted by a member, 
who propofid t6 put. Gen. Buonaparte out of the pro- 
tection of the law. ' Another cried, it is neceflary to 
make a great example. 

Some members called out that Buonaparte wanted to 
make himfelf a king—otlers that he had tasnifhed all 
his glory. 

Parpor moved, tha: the whole Courcil proceed in 
their robes to the foldiers. Let us, cried another, in the 
fame garb, proceed to Pacis. + 

Lucien Buonaparte demanded to refign the office of 
Prefident, but the Covncil refufed to comply with his 
withes. I-vmediately atier whic av Adjucant- mounted 
the ‘Tribune, aud ordesed his foidiers to carry away 
Lucien Buonaparte owi of the Aficibly. 

During the confufion which enfued from this at, a 
detachment of grenadiers entered with quick ftep, and 
with fixed bayonets drove the members from the Hall ia 
prefence of the General Buonaparte. He immediately 
quitted the Hall, and hharangued the foldiers, who fur- 
rounded him with teltimonies of the moft lively intereit 
and attention. 

Buonaparie was wounded in the face during the 
difturbance which took place upon his entering the 
Council of Five Hundred. . One of the grenadiers {a- 
ved him from the thruft of a poignard. 


Villetard, reporter from the Committee, propofed 
the following refolution :

Sth. The Legislative Body is adjourned to the 20th of Fe« 
bruary. It is to meet at that period in full power at Paris.

"Their colleagues 
did not appear to take any ative part in what pafled, 
Poulticr avnounced their difmiffioa as certain, and af. 
ferts that Marefcot, Berthier, and ‘Lalleyrand, are ds. 
figned by the majority of the Councils to replace them, 

The Quay of Voltaire, and the ftreets leading tothe 
Thuilleries, are filled with troops. ‘The Luxeniburg 
is invelted. ‘The greatelt tanquillity reigns through. 
out Paris. 

The transforming of the Councils to St Cloud wa 
couduéted with the utmoft calmnef>. Buonaparte nae 
his appeatcnce there at no@n, accompanied by the whok 
of his Statf; about’ an hour afier Sicyes and Roger 
Ducos arrived.- The Council of Five Hundied placed 
themfelves in the Green Houfe ; that of the Elders ig 
the Gallery of Mignard. Vatt rooms, and by balf to 
large. An immenfe concourfe of people farrpunded 
the gates wiih eager curiofity. 

It is faid that the meafares adopted by the Cound 
of Elders were fuggetted by the detire of difconcerting 
the projcéts that had been planned in an aflembly atthe 
Hotel de Salm, where fome sery promineiit chandes 
were obferved. Thefe projeéis had for objet toi 
vert the two Councils into a National Convettii, 
from which were to be difcarded certain perfons,tad 
to inveft the Government in a Committee of Public 
Safety. It is added that a well known Public Faw 
tionary promoted this proje@, and charged himfelfwib 
bringing over Buonaparte ; but that the General, fir 
from feconding his defigns, had given informatiog of 
them to the Council of Elders.

You do not thea perceive 
that we were very near the moment in which it would have 
been impossible to have done any thing, to have carried on 
war or to have made peace; to have recovered our liberty, 
our property, or the Reprblican Constitution, which is the 

alladium of both! You are then ignorant} that the spoliating 
a of the forced loan has not relieved our finances; that the 
hostage law has kindled’a civil war; that a part of the revenues 
of the 8th year is swallowed up in requisitions; that tvery 
species of public credit is extinct; that all the expences of in- 
dividuals, which constitute the earnings of the tradesman and 
mechanic, are suspended; that all the manufectures are shut 
up; that we are entcring into a winter, in which the poor 
are threatened with the absolute want of employment, and the 
rich must be without security; that peace alone can terminate 
so many calamities; that the restoration of our constitution, 
shaken as it isevery where, can alone prevent the return of 
them, and put an end at once to the doubts of forcign powers 
with respect to the negociations for peace, and to the terror of 
the citizens, who have been always #placed between tyranny 
and anarchy. 

* Such, my friends, are the objects to which we must look 
with promptitude and mature attention, at a distance from 
restless, turbulent, and wicked niinds, and from factions which 
are hired in the midst of us hy foreign powefs. These are the 
Feasous why we must place between Paris and the authoritics 
of the nation, between intripue and enlightened talenis, be- 
tween perverse and patriotic minds, the distance of some lea- 
gues, which prevent improper and: datgetous communications.”

decree of urgency ! 

In this fitting we hear that Buonaparte made a fpecch, 
in which he denounced Barras and Moulins. Hefait, 
that “* When he setarned from Egypt he found his 
country diftraéted by factions—he was courted by each 
of them, but he was feduced by none. He has fought 
only for the people, and he would aé& only for the peo- 
ple. Barras and Moulins had held out to him the offer 
that they fhould divide France among them, but he had 
rejected the corrupt and fcandalous temptation ; and he 
felt it to be his duty to denounce them to the indigna- 
tion of the French people. This horrible conduct it 
was which had determined him to accept the command 
which the Council of Elders had offered him ; and he 
would only ufe it to preferve the liberty for which they

Barras is at his country houfe ; Moulins, and the o- 
ther Diredtors are at Paris.

A proclamation was iffued ta tranquilize the people, 
and they took a new oath of fidelity to the Kepublic, 
and to its integrity, but omitted the words “ Hatred to 
Royalty.”
